HOCKED by bomb -blast 
S torpedoed in mid-Atlantic, and. 
severely wounded by cannon 
fire, Captain Desmond T. Fortune, 
the thirty-years-old master of the 
Wexford Steamship Co.’s Kerlogue, 
now lying in a serious condition in 
Mercy Hospital, Cork, has had an 
exciting if brief career at sea. 
The son of Dublin parents, his 
father, the late Mr. Rd. P. Fortune, 
Sandymount, who served’ with 
Kitchener in the Boer War and was 
a Lieutenant in the R.N.V.R. during 
the last war, was the founder of the 
first group of Baden Powell Sea 
Scouts in Dublin. Captain Fortune 
served hig apprenticeship with the 
Hains Steamship Co., and passed 
his various examinations, including 
that for the Master’s Ticket in 
Dublin. 


TORPEDOED 


Early in the present war he 
suffered severe shock as the result 
of bomb blast during a heavy raid 
on Hull. On his first trip as first 
mate on the s.s, Trecarrol, the vessel 
was torpedoed in the Atlantic, and 
the crew, including Captain Fortune, 
were adrift for some days before 
they were picked up and brought 
to Nova Scotia. 

Prior to taking over the Kerlogue, 
he served with the company’s 
Menapia and Edenvale. 

He has been Master of the 
Kerlogue for twelve months, and 
when his vessel was attacked by an 
unidentified ‘plane last week about 
120 miles off the coast of Kinsale, he 
was celebrating his thirtieth birth- 
day. He was severely injured by 
shrapnel splinters in both legs from 
the cannon fire which raked the ship, 
destroyed the wireless. and lifeboats, 
and puctured the hull under the 
waterline. The Kerlogue was brought 
home by Mr. Valencia, Ringsend, 
the only officer who ‘vas not 
wounded, and throughout the 
journey the crew had continually to 

ail out inrushing water, 

The condition of Captain Fortune 
was said to be still very critical 
when an /rish Times representative 
inquired last night at the Mercy 
Hospital, Cork. The other three 
wounded are making satisfactory 
progress.

Four German 
Boats Sunk in 
Brisk Action 


Details of a five hours’ fight 

between 30 E-boats and British 
naval vessels off East Anglia on 
Sunday night was told in a British 
Admiralty report last night. 
The report, says that the E-boats 
attempted to attack a convoy and 
were driven off by naval ships with 
severe losses. Four E-boats were 
destroyed and seven damaged. 
Shortly before midnight the destroyer

AR-TIME difficulties, prin-

burden of the reply -. the City 
Manager, Mr. P. J. Hernon, to 
articles which appeared in the 
Irish Times: early this month deal- 
ing with ‘‘A Dublin Slum,” and 
indicating an alarming state of 
“affairs in Corporation buildings. 

The reply, circulated by the Hous- 
ing Cémmittee of the Corporation, 
states that no reference was made 
in the Jrish Times articles to the 
‘complex conditions which consti- 
tute the background of the present 
situation in that area,” nor was any 
attempt made to suggest a solution, 
but the inference was left that some- 
thing which could have been done 
by the Corporation to relieve the 
Situation had not been done. 

“The Corporation do not object 
to criticism,” says the Manager, 
“provided it is of a helpful nature,, 
but 1 feel bound to say that the 
articles in question, silent as they 
are as to the possibility of a solu- 
tion, do not serve this commendable 
purpose.” One would have expected 
that the author of the articles would 
have made an attempt to show that

This was to cover all citizens from 
want, disease, ignorance, squalor 
and idleness, and it seemed likely 
that the main features of the 
scheme might be imposed upon 
them, but in Northern Ireland they 
should remember that it would in- 
volve a very substantial addition to 
the shackles already fastened upon 
them. If a weakening of indivi- 
dual initiative, an extension of cen- 
tralised control, a system of feed- 
ing out of the hand of the State, 
was to be the price of the estab- 
lishment of materialistic content- 
ment, the price of social security 
might easily prove to be too heavy 
for free men to be willing to pay. 

The high’ motives necessary for 
good citizenship were furnished by 
religion. Religion must have a 
fixed and definite place in the 
State's developing schemes of 
education, said the Primate.

“ Not Guilty!” 


During the early summer two 
socially-minded organisations in- 
quired into the “ case-history ” of 
the two large blocks of flats which 
lie to the east of O'Connell street, 
and go by the name of Corpora- 
tion Buildings. The two organisa- 
tions were the Pearse Street 


‘Council of Action—a survivor of 


several similar ‘‘ Councils of 
Action ”” that were established 
under the auspices of the Trades 
Union Council and the Labour 
Party some years ago — and 
the Dublin University Fabian 
Society. The report was published 
privately, but was summarised by 
this newspaper three weeks ago 
under the heading of ‘‘ A Dublin 
Slum.” This summary, like tha 
original report, was a statement 
of facts, ae ascertained by the in- 
vestigators. It was in no sense 
an attack upon the Corporation 
of Dublin—except inasmuch as 
any account of squalid conditions 
in any place reflects upon the 
local authority of that place. We 
regret that the City Manager has 
seen fit to publish a defence—it 
cannot be described otherwise—of 
the Corporation’s behaviour in 
respect of the Buildings. He has 
not been accused of anything, 
and it is regrettable that 
he should choose to stand 
trial: where no charges have 
been made, there is no need 
to answer charges. A lamentable 
tendency exists in this country to 
make excuses. Mr. Hernon pro- 
fesses to welcome criticism, ‘‘ pro- 
vided it is of a helpful nature.”’ 
Were the privately circulated 
report, and our summary, not “ of 
a helpful nature”? ‘‘ Some con- 
sideration,’’ he says, ‘‘should be 
given to the difficulties with which 
the Corporation have to contend.’’ 
Was there a word of reproach 
against the Corporation, apart 
from a statement—very vaguely 
denied—that its inspectors do not 
visit the Buildings? We could 
wish that public bodies in Ire- 
land, from the Government down- 
wards, were less touchy about 
their prestige, less ardent in self- 
defence, more ready to face the 
fact that conditions exist which 
ought not to exist. All the excuses 
in Mr. Hernon’s report—all the 
excuses in the world—are un- 
important in comparison with the 
admitted squalor of Corporation 
Buildings. 

The report, says the City 
Manager, would have been useful 
if the investigators had studied 
the underlying causes of the over- 
crowding in Corporation Build- 
ings, and had offered a remedy 
for them. We reply that its 
publication has been useful in any 
case. If it has helped to awaken 
the public conscience to the pre- 
valence of slums in Dublin, it 
has done sound work. The public, 
of this country as of all countries, 
is slow to learn and quick to fer- 
get. Thanks to widespread 
publicity, it had realised before 
the war that many thousands of 
citizens of Dublin were living in 
conditions of appalling squalor ; 
but, as we think, Mr. Hernon will 
agree that there is every danger 
that the existence of those con- 
ditions tends to be forgotten nowa- 
days. The Corporation itself 
would have been wise to have con- 
ducted such a survey of the Build- 
ings, rather than leave it to the 
two Labour bodies, and to have 
published the results broadcast. 
Its true function is not to conceal 
unpleasant facts, or to apologise 
for them, but to keep them con- 
tinually before the people’s mind, 
in order that the people may 
be in a fit mood to take 
the proper action when the 
opportunity returns. For our- 
selves, we never have denied the 
Corporation its just meed of 
praise. We know perfectly well 


‘that it cannot build houses at 


present, because the materials are 
lacking. Nobody denies what Mr. 
Hernon goes to pains to afirm— 
that the demand for accommoda- 
tion is greater than ever, and the 
means of satisfying it smaller 
than ever. It is permissible to 
argue that more might be done 
than actually is being done; a 
change in the Building By-laws, 


> | and a more thorough investigation 


of unfamiliar building materials, 
might go some distance towards 
the relief of the housing shortage. 
Yet the fact remains that the real 
assault upon Dublin’s slum pro- 
blem must await the end of the 
war and—it is not the same 
thing—the return of ‘‘normal”’ 
conditions. Therein the Corpora- 
tion, the Pearse street Council of 
Action, the Dublin University 
Fabian Society and ourselves are 
at one. In such circumstances, 
where is the need for the City 
Manager’s apologia? If the re- 
port has stimulated public pity— 
let alone the sense of. ‘‘ horror and 
indignation ” which he deprecates 
—its publication has done good, 


taking the long view of its duty 


to the people, ought to be 
grateful.

sideration; for the Minister has 
realised—to his credit, be it said 
—that the maintenance of u free 
supply of bread is essential, in 
view of the large number of 
families that depend on it, almost 
exclusively, for their diet. Both 
administrative and medical ex- 
perience show many points in 
favour of a whiter loaf. Dr. W. R. 
Fearon, possibly the most eminent 
authority on the subject in this 
country, has said that the ‘“emer- 
gency loaf’’ contains ten per cent. 
of waste matter, which is of no 
value as nourishment for the 
human body, and may be 
positively harmful. It has been 
said that the present flour is 
deficient in calcium, and that it 
is largely responsible for the 
increase in rickets. If the 
proportion of flour extracted 
from the wheat is lowered, as is 
suggested, to 85 per cent., with 
the addition of about six per cent. 
of barley, the loaf may be made 
more valuable as well as more 
palatable, Strangely, the change 
may have the effect of increasing 
the quantity of flour available 
for human consumption. Last 
year, although the area under 
wheat was greater, the farmers 
held back from the market an un- 
expectedly high proportion of the 
yield, partly because they required 
it as feeding for livestock. An 
extraction of 85 per cent. will 
leave 15 per cent, of offal, suitable 
for feeding to stock, so that the 
farmers are more likely to place 
their full yield of wheat on the 
market. As was mentioned in our 
front page yesterday, the most 
serious difficulty that arises is 
that of price. White, or, at least, 
semi-white, flour obviously cannot 
be produced at the same price ás 
wholemeal flour; for, apart from 
anything else, the 15 per cent. of 
offal will command a low price, 
which must be made up on the 
85 per cent. which goes for human 
consumption. Any increase in the 
price of bread, however, would 
weigh heavily’ on the poorer 
sections of the community—which, 
as we have said, depend on this 
food almost entirely—and would 
have a considerab‘e effect on the 
cost-of-living index. This last 
point is.of no small importance ; 
for, with a ‘‘ standstill’’ Order in 
operation regarding wages, bonuses 
are sanctioned, as a rule, only 
with direct reference to the cost- 
of-living -figures. A serious in- 
crease in bread prices, therefore, 
might lead either to a general in- 
crease in wages, with its attendant 
economic -.complications, or to 
grave hardship on those people to 
whom bread is, indeed, the staff 
of life.

T.B. A NATIONAL 
PROBLEM 


The problem of tuberculosis must 
be tackled on a national scale, and 
only informed public opinion could 
oblige a Government to tak such 

step, said Dr. Harbison, C’ unty 
Medical Officer of Health, at the 
opening meeting of University 
College, Dublin, Medical Society, 
which was held in the Physics 
Theatre, Earlsfort terrace. 

Professor Dillon said that the dif- 
ficulty was a financial one. 

Dr. Price spoke of the incidence 
of tuberculosis among apparently 
healthy persons. 

Mr. Justice Conor Maguire out- 
lined the work of the anti-tubercu- 
losin section of the Red Cross for 
the country, the cost of which 
would be half a million annually. 


CO. DUBLIN CAMPAIGN 


In the list of diseases responsible 
for mortality figures in Co. Dublin 
last year, br. J. Harbison, in 
his annual weport, states that there 
were 165 deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 31 from the non- 
pulmonary type, the highest since 
1930. Investigation of the positive 
cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, 
seen for the first time in the Co. 
Dublin Tuberculosis Dispensaries 
last year, shows that, in many 
instances, the disease was well es- 
tablished when the patients pre- 
sented themselves. Of 192 cases 
examined for the first time, the 
disease was found to be bi-lateral 
in 89 cases, and in 24 of these the 
condition was advanced. In only 
eight instances had the patients 
been presented for examination 
within three months of the onset of 
the symptoms. 

In 25 cases at least, six months 
had elapsed between the appearance 
of symptoms and primary examina- 
tion, and in 19 instances, a period of 
twelve months or more had elapsed. 
Of the 24 classes as advanced, 14 
died during the year. 

“It must therefore be inferred,’ 
says Dr. Harbison, “that the 
importance of seeking medica] advice 
in the early stages of the disease 
had not been realised by the majority 
of its victims. To remedy this, 
carefully directed propaganda must 
be organised, but with the organi- 
sation of propaganda must the 
preparation of services to provide for 
the detection, treatment and care of 
every early case, including care of 
dependents, so that the iléness period 
may be shorténed and the spread of 
infection limited. This must call for 
sufficient diagnostic centres, where 
full clinical, radiological, laboratory 
and medico-social services are 
available.”

Toll of the Roads 


The numbers of deaths resultin 
from road accidents*in the fourt 
year of the war—6,335—is not only 
the lowest for any war years, but 
also the lowest recorded during the 
last fifteen years. The improvement’ 
is due to greater care by drivers 
and pedestrians, to the smaller 
volume of traffic, and to the con- 
cessions for improved vehicle 
lighting. It has been especially 
marked during ‘‘ black out ” hours, 
during which 2,261 deaths were 
recorded, compared with 4,504. in 
the first year of the war. Only in

the toll of child life has no progress 
been made, and on the average four 
to five more children are now being 
killed on the roads every week than 
in peacetime. 


London’s School Children 


Although there have been small 
air raids in the London area for 
eight nights running, registrations of 
children for evacuation to the 
country have been negligible. Small 
numbers of children and their 
parents can once again be seen shel- 
tering during the night in the bunks 
on tube platforms, but their total 
is only a fraction of the capacity of 
the underground accommodation. 
Only 105,000 London children now 
remain evacuated, and nearly two 
and a half times this number are 
studying at the 736 schools in the 
London County Council area. 


Long Lived People 

Mrs. Mary Tresidder, of Wen: 
dron, Cornwall’s oldest inhabitant, 
celebrated her 103rd birthday to-day, 
In spite of her great age, she can 
often sit by the fire of her bedroom, 
and her hearing and sight are good. 
She still takes an interest in current 
events. The longevity of Cornish 
eople is above the average. Another 
ocal woman, Mrs. Uren, of Zennor, 
died a few weeks ago at 105. Carew, 
the historian, states that in the 
seventeenth century people of 80 and 
90 in Cornwall were not regarded as 
old, and that the Vicar of Lande- 
wednack was 120 when he died.

An APPRECIATION BY THE 
Countess or Rosse 

Of people who have been loved 
it is often written that their out- 
standing qualities and charm were 
really only appreciated by those who 
were fortunate enough to be their 
close friends. The sweet character 
and outstanding qualities of Mrs. 
Garvey, whose death we all mourn 
so deeply, were of quite a different 
order. To meet her was to know 
her, and, if her nearest friends 
benefited most by her loyal friend- 
ship, those who met her but once 
benefited none the less by that 
solitary meeting. , 

The most precious quality a 
woman can have is that of being 
truly womanly and tender-hearted. 
No one was more so than Mrs. 
Garvey; but to this was added a
